Report  of  the  Board  of  Management  for  the  Year 

1939. 


My  Lords,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

The  Board  of  Management  have  pleasure  in  presenting  to  the 
Governors  the  19.2nd  report  and  statement  of  accounts,  which 
cover  the  year  ended  December  31st,  1939. 

Of  all  the  reports  submitted  to  you  by  the  Board  of  Management 
since  I  have  had  the  honour  of  being  its  Chairman  this  one  is  by 
far  the  hardest,  because  of  certain  factors  which  last  year  contri¬ 
buted  toward  a  result  which  is  in  no  way  comparable  to  results  of 
previous  years. 

You  will  be  aware  that  we  report  to  you  each  year  the  results 
of  the  past  year’s  working  in  comparison  with  the  results  of  previous 
years,  so  that  you  may  see  whether  we  have  made  progress  or  not. 

During  the  year  1939,  however,  two  factors  have  intervened 
which  completely  destroy  any  basis  of  comparison,  and  those 
factors,  in  order  of  importance,  are  firstly,  the  war,  and  secondly, 
the  progress  of  the  rebuilding  scheme. 

The  war  has,  of  course,  completely  upset  all  our  expectations 
and  hopes,  and  in  particular  it  has  had  an  adverse  effect  on  the 
work  performed  by  the  Hospital  during  the  year,  and  a  fundamental 
and  distressing  effect  upon  our  finances. 

I  reported  to  you  in  November  last  that  on  the  outbreak  of 
war  we  evacuated  from  Hospital  by  order  of  the  Ministry  every 
patient  who  could  possibly  go,  and  thereafter  restricted  our 
admissions  to  emergency  cases  only. 

We  were  able  at  that  time  to  discharge  to  their  own  homes  140 
of  our  own  patients,  and  in  return  we  received  from  Birmingham 
50  patients  evacuated  from  Hospitals  in  that  city,  for  whom  . 
continued  hospital  treatment  was  essential. 

For  a  period  we  restricted  our  admissions,  and  were  compelled 
to  do  our  utmost  to  keep  unoccupied  as  many  beds  as  we  possibly 
could  to  meet  any  sudden  need  arising  out  of  the  National  emergency. 

Fortunately  for  the  Hospital  and  the  public  of  the  county, 
this  embargo  was  withdrawn  by  the  Ministry  after  a  short  period, 
and  the  Hospital  reverted  to  its  normal  work.  But  the  effect  is 
obviously  reflected  in  the  amount  of  work  the  Hospital  has  been 
able  to  perform  as  the  result  of  the  limitation  of  our  services  during 
the  period  we  were  under  emergency  orders. 

At  the  same  time,  however,  we  have  had  the  advantage  during 
the  year  of  the  gradual  occupation  of  the  reorganised  and  enlarged 
Hospital  which,  as  I  have  promised  you  so  often,  has  given  to  us 
the  use  of  additional  operating  theatre  facilities  and  extra  beds.

We  took  possession  of  the  enlarged  male  surgical  unit  in  July, 
the  new  theatres  in  August,  the  women’s  surgical  unit  in  September, 
and  the  complete  occupation  of  the  enlarged  Hospital  by  taking 
possession  of  the  new  male  and  female  medical  units  in  time  for 
Christmas. 

The  net  result,  therefore,  of  the  interruption  caused  in  the  early 
months  of  the  war,  and  of  the  additional  beds  we  have  gradually 
received  as  the  result  of  the  development  of  rebuilding,  is  that, 
although  at  the  end  of  the  year  we  had  the  use  of  more  beds  than 
ever  before  in  the  history  of  the  Hospital,  we  actually  performed 
less  work  than  in  the  previous  year. 

The  result  of  work  performed  as  disclosed  by  the  following 
brief  statistics  is,  in  view  of  the  explanation  I  have  just  given  you, 
a  tribute  to  the  staff  of  the  Hospital  for  again  surmounting  all

On  the  financial  side  the  effect  of  the  factors  I  have  already 
discussed  contribute  to  a  result  which  is  very  serious. 


The  war  has  naturally  affected  our  voluntary  income  very 
seriously  indeed,  as  the  obvious  result  of  increased  taxation  and 
rising  prices.  It  has  had  a  corresponding  effect  on  expenditure  by 
rapidly  increasing  prices  for  every  commodity  the  Hospital  requires, 
and  we  were  compelled,  in  addition,  during  the  year,  to  lay  in 
considerable  stocks  of  non-perishable  goods  to  ensure  the  ability 
of  the  Hospital  to  perform  any  additional  work  thrust  upon  it 
as  the  result  of  the  emergency.

Decreased  income  and  increased  expenditure,  therefore,  as  the 
result  of  the  war  can  only  have  one  possible  result,  and  my  anxiety 
at  the  moment  is  not  so  much  for  the  period  of  the  year  upon  which 
I  am  reporting,  as  upon  the  effect  of  this  phase  of  our  finances  for 
the  future,  and  upon  this  I  shall  have  more  to  say  later  on. 

In  addition  to  the  effect  on  our  finances  by  the  disorganisation 
caused  by  the  war  we  have  had  to  bear  the  additional  expenditure 
incurred  by  the  gradual  occupation  of  the  enlarged  Hospital. 

Here  again  the  full  effect  is  not  disclosed  in  the  account  under 
review,  but  it  adds  to  our  anxiety  for  the  future  if  we  are  to  con¬ 
tinue  to  maintain  efficiently  the  enlarged  Hospital  for  which  we 
have  all  worked  so  hard  in  the  past. 

There  is,  however,  a  gleam  of  hope  amidst  all  this  gloom,  and 
that  is  the  unqualified  success  of  the  first  year  of  the  revised  Con¬ 
tributory  Scheme,  which  increased  the  income  of  the  Hospital 
received  from  organised  sources  by  £5,500. 

I  hesitate  to  remind  you  what  the  financial  position  of  the 
Infirmary  would  have  been  at  the  end  of  last  year  without  this 
additional  income  from  the  Contributory  Scheme  ;  but  a  simple 
computation  will  disclose  the  distressing  fact  that  even  with  the 
advantage  of  that  increase  our  expenditure  exceeded  our  total 
income  by  £2,937. 

I  know  you  will  forgive  me  if  I  become  reminiscent  for  one 
moment  by  reminding  you  of  all  the  careful  plans  and  preparations 
your  Board  made  for  the  future  when  they  were  contemplating 
the  enlargement  of  the  Hospital  ;  of  how  they  deliberately  pursued 
the  harder  course  of  spending  their  accumulated  moneys  to  add 
to  the  Hospital’s  facilities  rather  than  live  in  comfort  with  an 
inferior  Hospital  but  with  a  secured  income  ;  of  how  hard  they 
worked  to  build  up  the  revenue  of  the  Hospital  and  to  reorganise 
the  Contributory  Scheme  in  order  to  find  sufficient  income  year  by 
year  to  maintain  the  enlarged  Institution. 

I  feel  it  my  duty,  however,  to  refer  to  these  matters  in  order 
to  establish  the  fact  that  the  plans  so  carefully  formulated  have 
succeeded,  and  that  we  should  have  been  able  but  for  the  present 
National  calamity  to  achieve  the  result  upon  which  we  had  set  our 
hearts. 

Whilst  regretting,  therefore,  that  we  have  been  robbed  of  this 
great  opportunity  I  nevertheless  extend  to  all  our  supporters, 
particularly  the  organisers  and  representatives  of  the  Contributory 
Scheme,  our  most  cordial  gratitude  for  the  very  considerable  help 
they  have  given  to  us  in  the  past  year,  which  has  to  a  very  large 
extent  retrieved  what  would  otherwise  have  been  a  desperate 
position.

Reference  to  the  printed  account  will  show  that  the  increase 
in  total  income  is  entirely  due  to  the  increase  we  have  received 
during  the  past  year  from  the  Contributory  Scheme,  which  has 
been  sufficient  to  liquidate  the  losses  we  have  suffered  in  all  other 
items  of  voluntary  income,  and  in  the  amount  we  have  received 
in  the  form  of  legacies. 

I  am  particularly  concerned  with  the  loss  of  revenue  to  the 
Hospital  in  the  form  of  purely  voluntary  gifts,  such  as  annual 
subscriptions,  donations,  congregational  collections,  and  annual 
features,  such  as  the  anniversary  meeting  and  the  Infirmary  Ball. 

I  know  the  demands  which  are  now  being  made  on  all  of  us  to 
maintain  the  National  effort  ;  I  know  also  that  the  people  of  this 
county  would  not  willingly  decrease  their  support  for  this  Infirmary 
unless  they  were  compelled  to  do  so  ;  I  am  bound  to  remind  you, 
however,  that  the  continued  existence  of  an  efficient  County  Hospital 
depends  upon  the  help  it  can  receive  from  its  supporters,  and  I 
appeal  to  you  even  in  these  hard  times  to  continue  to  give  to  us  the 
fullest  measure  of  support  of  which  you  are  capable. 

On  this  subject  of  voluntary  income  I  felt  it  my  duty,  as  Chair¬ 
man  of  the  Hospital,  to  make  a  statement  to  the  Governors  when 
you  were  assembled  in  November  of  last  year — that  the  established 
charities  of  the  country  should  not  be  lost  sight  of  or  neglected  in 
favour  of  the  more  spectacular,  romantic,  albeit  very  deserving,  war 
charities. 

I  made  that  statement  then  as  a  warning,  because  I  anticipated 
a  considerable  falling  off  in  our  voluntary  income. 

I  am  now  speaking  to  you  eight  months  after  making  that 
statement,  and  can  tell  you  that  my  worst  expectations  have  been 
fully  realised,  and  it  is  not  too  much  for  me  to  declare  to  you  that 
apart  from  the  loyalty  we  continue  to  receive  from  many  of  our 
annual  subscribers  the  bottom  has  been  completely  knocked  out 
of  the  rest  of  our  voluntary  income. 
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Many  efforts  which  previously  benefited  the  Hospital  finan¬ 
cially  have  had  to  be  abandoned  in  these  anxious  days,  particu¬ 
larly  the  Shrewsbury  Carnival,  from  which  we  received  in  recent 
years  £1,000  ;  the  Infirmary  Ball,  which  was  cancelled  last  year 
with  inevitable  decrease  in  our  income  ;  and  many  whist  drives, 
dances,  and  similar  efforts  which  usually  yield  considerable  income 
to  the  Hospital. 

Spectacular  efforts  such  as  carnivals  cannot,  of  course,  go  on, 
but  other  efforts  which  used  to  benefit  the  voluntary  hospitals  are 
still  going  on  ;  if  anything  with  greater  activity  than  hitherto,  but 
naturally,  all  voluntary  effort  is  now  directed  to  the  needs  of  the 
Red  Cross  organisations  and  other  war  charities. 

It  is  quite  natural  that  at  the  moment  the  thoughts  of  all  people 
should  be  turned  towards  comforts  for  members  of  our  various 
fighting  services  and  for  our  wounded,  and  there  is  no  word  I  wish 
to  utter  to  detract  one  iota  from  the  success  of  any  appeal  which 
is  promoted  for  these  very  deserving  causes. 

As  Chairman  of  a  Voluntary  Hospital,  however,  I  am  bound 
to  say  that  the  welfare  of  the  community  will  not  be  well  served, 
nor  indeed  will  our  wounded  and  perhaps  civilian  casualties,  if 
the  hospitals  upon  whom  these  various  services  depend  are  starved 
of  the  necessary  wherewithal  to  maintain  themselves. 

It  is  true  that  the  Ministry  has  made  great  preparation  nation¬ 
ally  for  the  treatment  of  wounded  men,  but  those  of  us  in  the 
voluntary  hospital  world  believe  and,  for  that  matter,  sincerely 
hope,  that  the  established  voluntary  hospitals  will  ultimately  be 
called  upon  to  give  of  their  utmost  as  they  have  always  done  in  the 
nation’s  interest. 

Therefore  it  must  be  a  short-sighted  policy  if,  in  our  enthusiasm 
for  the  war  charities,  we  neglect  the  maintenance  of  the  established 
voluntary  hospitals  whose  existence  is  essential  to  the  State  at  this 
time. 

Let  me  repeat,  however,  that  I  would  not  willingly  utter  one 
word  in  competition  with  the  great  voluntary  effort  which  is  now 
going  on  throughout  the  whole  country  for  war  charities  ;  on  the 
contrary,  I  hope  they  all  succeed  beyond  their  wildest  expectations. 
All  I  hope  to  do  is  to  remind  every  one  who  will  read  this  report, 
and  possibly  extracts  from  it,  which  our  friends  the  Press  might 
be  good  enough  to  publish,  that  the  voluntary  hospitals  still  have 
a  claim  on  the  charitable  instincts  of  the  people,  and  that  it  would 
be  a  calamity  if  the  success  of  the  national  appeal  was  made  at 
the  expense  of  the  established  charities. 

Having  said  so  much  about  decreases  of  voluntary  income,  I 
can  say  with  all  sincerity  how  very  grateful  we  are  to  all  those 
generous  people  who  have  continued  their  support  of  the  Hospital. 

Our  grateful  thanks  are  extended  to  all  our  annual  subscribers, 
to  our  donors,  to  those  people  who  have  continued  to  organise 
efforts  on  our  behalf,  to  clergy  and  ministers  of  religion  for  sending 
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congregational  collections  to  the  Hospital,  to  our  Treasurer,  Mr. 
G.  H.  Coldwell,  to  the  preacher,  the  Rev.  Canon  Headlam,  and  to 
the  plateholders  at  the  Anniversary  Service,  which  last  year  benefited 
the  funds  by  the  sum  of  £426  ;  and  to  all  other  people  who  have  in 
various  ways  helped  to  support  the  Hospital. 

Particularly  do  I  thank  and  congratulate  most  heartily  the 
hundreds  of  ladies  and  gentlemen  whose  work  last  year  ensured 
the  unqualified  success  of  the  revised  Contributory  Scheme. 

You  will  remember  that  the  old  scheme,  which  restricted 
benefit  to  this  one  Institution,  required  from  its  members  a  con¬ 
tribution  of  one  penny  per  week,  and  raised  in  the  aggregate 
£12,500  for  the  benefit  of  the  Infirmary. 

At  the  beginning  of  last  year  we  secured  the  co-operation  of  the 
Eye,  Ear  and  Throat  Hospital  as  an  associated  Institution,  and 
revised  our  scheme  to  provide  comprehensive  benefit  for  our 
members  in  our  own  hospitals  and  at  any  other  hospital  to  which 
they  might  have  to  be  sent. 

For  the  extended  benefit  offered  we  increased  the  rate  of  con¬ 
tribution  and  brought  our  scheme  into  line  with  the  vast  majority 
of  other  contributory  schemes  organised  throughout  the  country. 

We  hoped  that  the  result  of  the  revision  would  be  to  double 
the  income  derived  from  the  scheme,  and  I  am  pleased  to  tell 
you  that  that  result  was  definitely  achieved. 

The  total  income  received  up  to  the  31st  day  of  December, 
1939,  was  £23,247,  which  obviously  falls  short  of  the  amount  of 
£25,000  we  hoped  to  receive. 

You  will  remember,  however,  the  very  severe  weather  we 
encountered  at  the  end  of  the  year  and  in  the  month  of  January, 
which  is  at  the  time  when  contributions  are  being  collected  from 
members  for  the  last  quarter  of  the  year,  and  you  will  have  no 
difficulty,  I  know,  in  realising  that  in  these  circumstances  it  proved 
quite  impossible  in  the  remote  country  districts  for  collections  to 
be  made  in  time  for  remittance  to  the  Hospital  before  the  account 
was  closed. 

Those  contributions  have  since  been  collected,  and  the  account 
of  the  present  year  will  have  the  advantage  of  them  ;  I  make  this 
explanation  now  in  order  to  prove  that  the  work  of  the  Infirmary 
Saturday  Fund  and  of  the  Parish  Committees  was  completely 
successful,  and  that  the  result  we  expected  was  achieved. 

You  will  see  from  the  published  account  of  the  Contributory 
Scheme  that  after  payment  of  administrative  expenses  and  after 
payments  made  to  other  hospitals  for  reciprocal  benefit  received 
by  members  a  sum  of  £20,727  was  available  for  allocation  to 
Associated  Hospitals,  and  of  this  amount  the  Infirmary  received 
£17,911. 

This  is  a  really  magnificent  result  which,  as  I  have  said  before, 
actually  saved  the  financial  position  last  year,  and  your  Board  of 
Management  extend  their  cordial  gratitude  to  every  one  whose 
work  contributed  towards  it.

On  the  expenditure  side  there  is  nothing  for  me  to  say  beyond 
the  fact  that  the  increase  of  £4,050  over  that  spent  upon  main¬ 
tenance  of  the  Hospital  in  the  previous  year  is  spread  over  the 
whole  account,  and  is  entirely  due  to  the  causes  I  have  already 
mentioned,  i.e.,  increased  prices,  accumulations  of  large  stocks 
and  maintenance  of  an  enlarged  Hospital,  and,  whilst  there  is 
obviously  no  certainty  that  economies  can  be  effected  in  future 
without  decreasing  the  efficiency  of  the  Hospital,  I  can  assure 
you  that  the  Finance  Committee  are  watching  the  situation 
anxiously,  and  that  they  will  do  their  utmost  to  spend  every 
penny  of  our  income  wisely  and  to  the  very  best  advantage. 

The  net  result,  however,  of  this  review  of  our  finances  is  that 
although  income  increased  through  the  success  of  the  Contributory 
Scheme,  expenditure  also  increased  commensurately,  and  that  the 
final  result  was  a  loss  of  nearly  £3,000. 

That  loss  is  now  added  to  the  loss  of  £2,250  of  the  previous 
year,  and  aggregates  a  debt  of  £5,000  which  now  forms  part  of  our 
very  large  overdraft. 

I  would  mislead  you,  therefore,  if  I  suggested  that  the  position 
was  at  all  healthy  ;  I  am  bound  to  present  the  facts  to  you  and 
to  tell  you  that  the  position  is  serious,  and  that  the  greatest  possible 
effort  must  be  made  to  bridge  the  gap  between  income  and 
expenditure  by  reduction  where  it  is  possible,  and  by  the  receipt 
of  more  financial  help,  and  I  appeal  with  confidence  to  everyone 
who  has  the  welfare  of  this  County  Hospital  at  heart  to  help  us 
in  these  anxious  days. 

Apart  from  the  normal  work  of  the  Hospital  and  the  finances 
which  I  have  just  reviewed,  your  Board  of  Management  have  been 
busy  administratively  during  the  year  with  other  questions  affect¬ 
ing  the  management  of  the  Hospital. 

There  have  been  certain  staff  changes,  and  one  I  refer  to 
particularly  is  the  appointment  of  Miss  L.  A.  D.  Evans  as  Matron 
to  the  Hospital,  an  appointment  made  necessary  by  the  lamented 
death  of  the  late  Miss  Bedingfield. 

Miss  Evans  has  now  been  Matron  for  a  little  over  one  year, 
which  has  proved  sufficient  to  convince  us  how  fortunate  we  were 
in  securing  her  services. 

I  also  have  to  refer  with  regret  to  the  resignation,  in  April 
last,  from  our  Board  of  Management  of  Mr.  Swire,  who  had  been 
a  member  for  thirty-two  years. 

I  am  glad  of  the  opportunity  of  placing  on  record  our  thanks 
to  Mr.  Swire  for  the  very  great  help  he  has  given  to  the  adminis¬ 
tration  of  this  Institution  over  that  period  of  time. 

It  has  become  a  habit  to  report  annually  to  you  for  the  last 
four  years  on  the  development  of  a  rebuilding  scheme,  which  we 
were  led  to  believe  would  have  been  completed  in  one  year,  and 
I  do  so  now  by  telling  you  that  all  the  work  which  affects  the 
enlargement  of  the  Hospital  and  the  creation  of  facilities  for  the 
benefit  of  patients  is  now  finished. 
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There  is  very  little  work  remaining  to  be  done  in  the  Casualty 
Department,  and  then  the  original  scheme  will  be  completed. 

During  the  year  the  new  dispensary  has  been  built,  and  the 
installation  of  equipment  will  be  finished  in  the  very  near  future. 

Another  great  step  forward,  however,  has  been  taken  by  the 
establishment  at  this  Hospital  of  a  County  Pathological  Laboratory, 
an  achievement  which  has  been  made  possible  by  another  generous 
contribution  from  the  Trustees  of  the  late  Clement  Walker. 

The  desire  to  build  and  equip  an  efficient  pathological  laboratory 
at  the  Hospital  has  been  under  consideration  for  some  considerable 
time,  and  was  inspired  at  the  beginning  of  last  year  by  a  resolution 
from  the  local  branch  of  the  British  Medical  Association,  which 
declared  their  need  for  pathological  facilities  in  this  county,  and 
which  promised  the  support  of  all  members  of  the  medical  profession 
if  such  a  laboratory  were  erected. 

That  inspiration  led  to  successful  negotiations  with  the  Salop 
County  Council,  who  have  also  now  undertaken  to  send  to  the 
laboratory  when  it  is  erected,  equipped,  and  staffed,  all  patho¬ 
logical  and  bacteriological  work  required  by  that  Authority. 

Those  factors,  generously  supported  by  the  Walker  Trustees, 
made  the  existence  of  a  laboratory  possible  at  the  Hospital,  and 
I  am  pleased  to  tell  you  that  the  building  of  it  is  now  practically 
complete,  and  that  its  equipment  will  be  installed  in  the  very  near 
future. 

Finally,  on  the  question  of  Hospital  policy  generally,  I  have 
little  more  to  add  to  what  I  have  already  said,  except  to  comment 
upon  our  profound  disappointment  with  the  administration  of  the 
Emergency  Hospital  Scheme  by  the  Ministry  of  Health,  which 
has  so  far  ignored  the  existence  of  the  Voluntary  Hospitals. 

There  are  conflicting  opinions  on  this  subject  :  there  are  those 
who  subscribe  to  the  wisdom  of  the  Ministry  in  disturbing  as  little 
as  possible  the  day-to-day  responsibilities  of  the  hospital  system  ; 
and  there  is  another  opinion,  to  which  I  ardently  subscribe — that 
the  facilities  of  the  voluntary  hospitals  could  have  been  used,  and 
should  have  been  used,  in  view  of  the  great  preparation  we  have  all 
made  to  be  of  service  to  the  State. 

You  will  remember  in  this  Hospital,  which  is  comparatively 
small  when  compared  to  the  great  teaching  hospitals,  that  we  were 
placed  under  emergency  orders  at  the  beginning  of  the  war,  and 
would  then  have  been  called  upon  to  give  assistance  if  any  violent 
enemy  action  against  the  country  had  been  encountered. 

We  have  added  to  our  establishment  sixty-seven  beds  supplied 
by  the  Ministry,  which  can  be  absorbed  into  the  Hospital  and 
serviced  by  all  our  other  departments  without  any  additional 
expense  whatever  to  the  State  for  extra  equipment,  and  in  addition 
we  have  with  the  help  of  our  friends  organised  six  hospital  annexes 
in  the  County  in  order  to  give  to  the  State  the  benefit  of  an  additional 
140  beds. 
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At  any  time  since  the  outbreak  of  war  we  could  have  taken  into 
this  Hospital  at  least  100  cases,  and  with  the  use  of  our  annexes 
could  have  turned  over  a  similar  number  of  patients  every  two  or 
three  weeks. 

Instead  of  this  we  have  received  no  work  whatsoever  under 
the  Emergency  Hospital  Scheme,  and  our  additional  beds  and  our 
annexes  have  remained  empty,  and  even  the  members  of  the 
various  Services  stationed  in  this  County  who  require  institutional 
treatment  have,  by  the  orders  of  the  Ministry,  been  sent  to  the 
County  Council  Hospital  and  not  to  this  Institution,  where  they 
formerly  received  the  best  we  could  do  for  them. 

We  have  declared  our  disappointment  and  uttered  our  protest 
to  the  Ministry,  and  have  had  to  be  content  with  an  assurance 
that  that  Authority  appreciates  our  desire  to  help,  and  that  our 
facilities  will  be  used  if  and  when  they  become  necessary. 

I  have  no  hesitation  in  deploring  a  policy  which  is  utilising 
the  facilities  of  upgraded  Poor  Law  Institutions,  sometimes  ineffi¬ 
ciently  equipped  and  staffed,  and  which  ignores  the  existence  of 
the  voluntary  hospitals  which  are  competent  to  do  all  this  work, 
and  who  surely  have  proven  their  ability  to  do  it  during  the  past 
two  centuries. 

I  hope  with  all  my  heart  that  the  result  of  the  war,  now  it  has 
come  into  our  own  country,  will  not  mean  great  numbers  of  injured 
people,  but  if  it  does  have  that  result  I  am  convinced  that  the 
voluntary  hospitals  have  yet  a  part  to  play,  and  that  they  will  do 
it  as  efficiently  as  they  have  always  done  in  the  past. 

So  far  as  this  Institution  is  concerned  we  desire  nothing  else 
than  to  do  the  utmost  we  possibly  can  as  our  contribution  toward 
the  National  effort,  and  I  hope  that  the  policy  of  the  Ministry  will 
soon  make  the  fulfilment  of  that  desire  possible.

I  should  like  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  Honorary  Staff,  who 
have  kindly  given  lectures  to  the  Nurses  during  the  year  ;  their 
help  and  interest  is  much  appreciated. 

The  new  operating  theatres  were  opened  in  August,  and  the 
redecorating  of  the  wards  was  completed  by  Christmas. 
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1  he  alterations  which  have  taken  place  and  the  new  equipment 
provided  have  added  to  the  comfort  of  the  patients  and  considerably 
lightened  the  work  of  the  Nursing  Staff. 

1  he  new  wing  of  Territorial  House  was  opened  for  Night  Nurses 
and  Staff  Nurses  early  in  the  year,  and  both  the  Nurses’  Home  and 
the  Retreat  have  been  redecorated. 

Many  Nursing  Auxiliaries  have  received  their  practical  training 
in  the  wards  during  the  year,  and  we  are  grateful  for  their  ever 
ready  help  in  times  of  emergency. 

A  band  of  helpers  under  Mrs.  Green  continues  to  meet  regularly 
twice  a  week  and  makes  dressings,  bandages,  etc.,  for  the  theatres 
and  wards. 

It  is  a  great  help,  and  we  appreciate  the  time  and  work  they  so 
generously  give  to  the  Hospital. 

In  spite  of  war-time  conditions  the  Christmas  Festival  was  a 
very  happy  one  for  all.  We  thank  everyone  who  helped  in  various 
ways  to  make  it  so. 

I  cannot  end  my  report  without  a  real  “  thank  you  ”  to  every¬ 
one  connected  with  the  Infirmary,  for  the  kind  welcome  I  received 
when  I  began  my  work  in  June,  and  to  pay  a  tribute  to  the  Sisters 
for  their  never-failing  loyalty  and  co-operation.

THE  TWENTY-FIFTH  ANNUAL  REPORT 


The  Sub-Committees  of  the  Ladies’  Auxiliary  Committee  have 
continued  their  valuable  help  to  the  Infirmary  during  1939. 

Linen  League. — The  subscriptions  received  total  £299  16s.  9d. 
Owing  to  the  fact  that  no  sheets  (excepting  for  the  Children’s  Ward) 
have  been  bought,  there  is  a  balance  of  £162  6s.  9d.  The  Committee 
have  decided  that,  owing  to  the  increased  number  of  beds,  it  will 
be  impossible  for  the  Linen  League  to  supply  all  the  sheets  and 
blankets  which  will  be  needed.  They  will,  in  future,  supply  the 
linen  required,  so  far  as  their  funds  permit.  Vice-Presidents  are 
urged,  therefore,  to  do  all  they  can  to  increase  the  number  of 
subscribers,  especially  in  view  of  the  enormous  rise  in  price  of  all 
linen  and  cotton  goods. 

Subscriptions  must  be  paid  in  before  September  30 th,  in  order 
that  the  accounts  may  be  audited  in  time  for  the  Annual  Meeting 
of  the  Ladies’  Auxiliary  Committee  in  November. 

Entertainments’  Committee. — Mrs.  W.  W.  Hayes  resigned 
the  Chairmanship  of  the  Ball  Committee,  and  her  place  was  taken 
by  Lady  Berwick.  The  gradual  falling  off  in  the  support  given  to 
the  Ball  during  the  past  few  years  has  been  a  source  of  much 
anxiety  to  the  Committee,  and  a  small  sub-committee  met  during 
the  early  part  of  the  year  and  made  various  recommendations  as 
to  future  policy.  No  Ball  was  held  in  1939  owing  to  the  war. 

Hamper  Committee. — The  total  value  of  the  various  contribu¬ 
tions  received  appears  to  be  considerably  less  than  in  former 
years.  This  is  owing  to  the  fact  that  for  a  large  part  of  the  year 
no  record  was  kept  of  the  cash  value  of  the  hampers  and  other 
gifts  sent  to  the  Hospital.  It  is,  however,  thought  that  there  has 
been  no  actual  falling  off  in  the  amounts,  and  the  scheme  has  been 
largely  responsible  for  providing  fresh  vegetables,  eggs,  etc.,  through¬ 
out  the  year.

The  Committee  deserves  most  grateful  thanks  for  the 
way  it  has  carried  on  under  these  circumstances,  and  the  visits 
are  very  much  appreciated  by  the  patients. 

Tinfoil  Committee. — Foil  and  scrap  has  been  received  in  fair 
quantity,  an  aggregate  of  12  cwt.  having  been  sold  for  £8  Os.  5d. 
The  price  of  scrap,  tinfoil  and  aluminium,  etc..,  is  now  so  much 
higher  than  it  has  been  for  the  past  few  years  that  the  collection 
of  foil  is  now  more  than  ever  worth  while,  and  all  members  of  the 
Ladies’  Auxiliary  Committee  are  asked  to  help. 

Young  Peoples’  League.— At  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the 
Ladies’  Auxiliary  Committee  it  was  reported  that  it  had  not  been 
possible  to  restart  the  Young  Peoples’  League.  It  was  agreed  that 
the  money  standing  in  the  League’s  name  at  the  Salop  Old  Counties 
Bank  and  Lloyds  Bank  should  be  transferred  to  the  credit  of  the 
Linen  League  in  the  coming  year. 

Library.— The  Library  has  unfortunately  not  been  started, 
owing  to  the  illness  of  Miss  Perkins,  who  had  undertaken  the  duties 
of  Librarian.  A  number  of  books  have  been  given,  as  well  as  two 
book  trolleys,  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  Library  may  be  running  in 
the  very  near  future. 

Lady  Director. — Mrs.  Black  has  been  elected  to  serve  for  a 
further  period  of  three  years,  as  Lady  Director  representing  North 
Shropshire.

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EXTRACTS  FROM  THE  STATUTES 


PRIVILEGES  OF  GOVERNORS  AND  SUBSCRIBERS. 

Statute  (7) — Every  Annual  Subscriber  of  10s.  6d.  or  upwards  shall  be 

entitled  to  one  Recommendation  Ticket  for  each  10s.  6d.  subscribed. 
All  cases  recommended  shall  be  investigated  in  the  manner  laid  down 
by  the  Board  of  Management,  and  the  patient  so  recommended  shall 
be  medically  examined  by  one  of  the  Resident  Medical  Officers,  or  by 
the  Physician  or  Surgeon  for  the  week,  who  shall  have  power  to  admit 
the  patient  as  either  an  in-patient  or  an  out-patient  as  the  nature  of 
the  case  seems  to  require,  or  to  decline  the  case  as  not  admissible 
under  the  Rules  of  the  Institution.  A  Recommendation  Ticket  is 
available  during  the  year  of  subscription  only,  and  benefit  to  a 
patient  in  respect  of  it  shall  not  endure  for  more  than  eight  weeks 
from  the  date  of  admission  in  the  case  of  an  in-patient,  or  twelve 
weeks  in  the  case  of  an  out-patient,  after  which  the  patient  must 
obtain  another  ticket,  if  further  treatment  is  necessary. 

Statute  (8) — Every  Life  Governor  by  virtue  of  a  donation  of  ^52  10s.  od. 

or  upwards  shall  be  entitled  annually  to  four  Recommendation 
Tickets  for  each  complete  £52  10s.  od.  so  subscribed,  up  to  a  maxi¬ 
mum  of  twelve.  All  Life  Governors  appointed  prior  to  this  revision 
of  Statutes  shall  enjoy  the  same  privileges  as  heretofore. 

Statute  (9) — Every  Temporary  or  Representative  Governor  shall  be 

entitled  annually  to  four  Recommendation  Tickets  for  each  vote  to 
which  he  is  entitled  under  Statute  2. 

Statute  (10) — Every  Clergyman  or  Minister  of  Religion  who  shall  permit  a 

collection  to  be  made  in  his  Church  or  Chapel  for  the  Infirmary  shall 
be  entitled  to  two  Recommendation  Tickets  for  every  £1  is.  od. 
received  by  the  Infirmary  from  that  source,  up  to  a  maximum  of 
twelve  Recommendation  Forms. 

Statute  (11) — All  subscriptions  shall  be  due  on  the  first  January  and 

payable  in  advance,  and  no  ticket  shall  be  issued  to  any  subscriber 
whose  subscription  is  in  arrear,  nor  shall  any  ticket  be  available 
except  during  the  twelve  months  for  which  it  is  issued. 


ADMISSION  AND  DISCHARGE  OF  PATIENTS. 

Patients  other  than  urgent  cases,  shall  be  admitted  and  discharged  every 
Saturday  by  the  House  Committee,  who  are  authorised  to  use  theirdiscretion 
as  to  the  admissibility  of  any  patient. 

No  patients  shall  be  admitted  but  such  as  are  themselves  unable  to  pay 
for  adequate  advice  and  treatment,  and  whose  relatives  are  unable  to  make 
such  provision  for  them. 

All  In-patients  shall  be  discharged  at  the  end  of  eight  weeks  from  admis¬ 
sion,  unless  the  Physicians  or  Surgeons  certify  to  the  Board  of  Manage¬ 
ment  that  there  is  a  probability  of  their  being  cured,  or  receiving 
relief  within  a  reasonable  time,  and  in  that  case  they  shall  procure  a  fresh 
recommendation,  unless  the  Directors  see  fit  to  dispense  with  this  requirement. 
The  Resident  Surgical  Officer  shall  report  to  the  Board  of  Management 
all  cases  of  In-patients  remaining  in  Hospital  longer  than  the  specified 
eight  weeks.
